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THE  CO-OPERATIVE  CENTRAL  BANK 

As  of  the  close  of  business  April  30,  1959,  the  aggregate  assets  of  this  Corpora- 
tion amounted  to  125,357,584.29.  These  assets  are  divided  between  the  liquidity 
reserve  fund,  amounting  to  $11,407,591.35,  and  the  share  insurance  fund  of 
$13,949,992.94. 

The  Co-operative  Central  Bank  was  estabhshed  by  an  Act  of  Legislature  in  1932^ 
and  its  powers  were  broadened  by  a  further  Act  of  Legislature  in  1934,  which 
created  the  Share  Insurance  Fund.  Under  the  provisions  of  statute,  it  is  wholly 
owned  and  administered  by  all  Co-operative  Banks  incorporated  under  "the  laws 
of  Massachusetts.  The  Co-operative  Central  Bank  serves  a  dual  purpose  for  the 
176  Co-operative  Banks  —  namely,  to  provide  cash  to  a  Co-operative  Bank  in  an 
emergency,  and  to  protect  in  full  against  loss  the  savings  of  the  account-holders  of 
its  member  Banks.  This  Corporation,  which  has  been  in  operation  for  over  twenty- 
seven  years,  has  proved  to  be  an  effective  bulwark  during  periods  of  economic 
stress,  while  also  providing  insurance  for  deposit  balances  in  the  Co-operative 
Banks  of  this  Commonwealth. 


CO-OPERATIVE  BANKS  EMPLOYEES'  RETIREMENT 
ASSOCIATION 

The  Co-operative  Banks  Employees'  Retirement  Association  was  created  by 
an  Act  of  Legislature  in  1945  and  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
pensions  for  eligible  employees  of  the  participating  banks  who  retire  on  account 
of  age  or  disability.  The  law  defines  eUgible  employees  as  employees  of  Co-operative 
Banks  estabhshed  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  Co-operative  Bank 
League  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Co-operative  Central  Bank.  As  of  April  30,  1959, 
the  assets  of  this  Association  amounted  to  $1,636,593.24.  As  of  this  date  there  were 
103  Banks  which  were  members  of  this  Association  and  492  eUgible  employees. 

SAVINGS  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATIONS 

There  are,  in  this  Commonwealth,  four  state-chartered  Savings  and  Loan 
Associations,  all  of  which  are  located  in  the  Southeastern  section  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. These  Associations  operate  under  agreements  of  association  in  the 
form  of  voluntary  trusts.  The  Commissioner  of  Banks  has  supervision  over  these 
Associations  in  accordance  with  Section  34  of  Chapter  93  of  the  General  Laws. 
As  of  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1958,  these  Associations  had  aggregate 
assets  in  the  amount  of  $16,078,524  representing  an  increase  of  $523,936  during  the 
fiscal  year.

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CREDIT  UNIONS 

The  statistical  information  provided  in  the  following  review  and  in 
supporting  schedules  and  composite  statements,  relates  to  the  twelve 
months  period  from  July  1,  1958  to  June  30,  1959,  inclusive. 

During  the  period  ending  June  30,  1959,  six  new  credit  unions  began 
business,  seven  entered  into  liquidation,  and  four  consolidated. 

The  following  facts  and  figures  present  highlights  of  the  composite 
financial  condition  of  the  credit  unions  on  June  30,  1959  and  changes 
effective  during  the  previous  twelve  months  period. 

TOTAL  ASSETS 

On  June  30,  1959  the  464  credit  unions  in  operation  had  total  assets 
of  $185,099,856  which  represents  an  increase  of  $13,399,390  or  7.80% 
over  the  figure  of  June  30,  1958. 

PERSONAL  LOANS 

Personal  loans  to  members  which  represent  a  major  phase  of  the 
operations  and  objections  of  credit  unions  chartered  by  the  Common- 
wealth, continued  the  upward  trend  of  prior  years  as  the  unsecured  and 
partially  secured  classification  rose  approximately  $3,576,298  to  the 
present  outstanding  balance  of  $41,081,384  and  the  secured  group  in- 
creased $1,668,485  to  $24,003,556.  Together  these  two  classifications 
comprise  35.16%  of  total  assets  at  the  present  time. 

REAL  ESTATE  LOANS 

Holdings  in  real  estate  loans  secured  by  first  mortgages  also  con- 
tinue to  expand.  The  present  outstanding  balance  of  $56,157,818  repre- 
senting 30.34%  of  total  assets  reflects  an  increase  of  $3,473,111  for  the 
twelve  months  period. 

INVESTMENTS  IN  BONDS  AND  NOTES 

Investments  in  bonds  and  notes,  most  of  which  are  in  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment obligations,  increased  $5,230,385  during  the  year.  The  present 
book  value  of  $21,613,572  or  11. 68%of  total  assets  continues  to  represent 
a  substantial  segment  of  these  assets. 

OTHER  INVESTMENTS 

During  the  current  twelve  months  period,  holdings  in  shares  of  co- 
operative banks  increased  $244,306.toa  present  total  of  $15,293,934  and 
deposits  in  savings  banks  and  in  savings  departments  of  trust  companies 
and  national  banks  increased  $603,559  to  an  outstanding  balance  of 
$8,488,102.  Investments  in  bank  stocks  decreased  $416,803  to  a  total 
book  figure  of  $3,691,990  during  the  same  period. 

CASH  ON  HAND  AND  DUE  FROM  DEPOSITORY  BANKS 

Uninvested  assets  represented  by  cash  on  hand  and  balances  due  from 
depository  banks  subject  to  check,  decreased  $967,678  during  the  year 
andthe  present  combinedtotal  of  $9,591,909  equals  5.18%  of  total  assets. 

SHARE  AND  DEPOSITS 

Outstanding  share  capital  increased  $14,221,614  or  8.09%  during  the 
year  to  a  present  balance  of  $149,977,445  which  is  held  by  411,507  mem- 
bers. Deposits  including  club  accounts  decreased  $167,786  to  a  total  of 
$11,199,743. 
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CAPITAL  RESERVES 

Reserves  available  for  shrinkage  and  loss,  as  represented  by  the 
guaranty  fund,  undivided  earnings,  and  the  reserve  fund,  increased 
$1,449, 721  during  the  period  and  the  present  combined  total  of  $18,372,044 
represents  9.93%  of  total  assets.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

The  Commissioner  of  Banks  promulgated  no  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  credit  unions  during  the 
period  beginning  July  1,  1958  and  ending  June  30,  1959. 
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CENTRAL  CREDIT  UNION  FUND,  INC. 

The  aggregate  assets  of  this  corporation  which  under  the  provi- 
sions of  statute  (Chapter  216,  Acts  of  1932  as  amended),  is  owned  and 
administered  by  those  Massachusetts  credit  unions  who  voluntarily  be- 
come members,  amounted  to  $917,424.33  at  the  close  of  business  on 
June  30,  1959.  The  capital  of  the  corporation  is  derived  from  the  sale 
of  shares  to  its  members,  and  together  with  undistributed  earnings,  it 
provides  a  reserve  fund  which  is  available  to  the  member  credit  unions 
through  the  medium  of  secured  or  unsecured  loans,  for  temporary 
liquidity  requirements.  Under  the  statutes,  the  corporation  may  also 
borrow  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  reserve  fund. 

A  detailed  statement  of  condition  of  this  corporation  appears  else- 
where in  this  report.

participating  credit  unions,  the  Massachusetts  CUNA  Association,  Inc., 
the  Credit  Union  League  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and  the  Central  Credit 
Union  Fund,  Inc.,  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability.

Assets 

The  total  assets  of  such  banks  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $6,224 
million.  During  this  fiscal  year  the  assets  increased  approximately  S300  million, 
an  increase  of  5.11  per  cent,  which  represents  a  continual,  normal  increase.

Investments  in  all  types  of  securities  which  savings  banks  are  permitted  to  ac- 
quire have  remained  comparatively  static  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  increase  in 
U.  S.  Government  obhgations  amounted  to  approximately  $30  million,  while  the 
investments  in  other  types  of  bonds  other  than  municipal  obhgations  decreased 
$30  million.  A  slight  increase  occurred  in  the  investment  by  savings  banks  in 
municipal  notes  and  bonds,  and  bank  and  insurance  company  stocks  decreased 
approximately  $12  million. 

Reports  received  from  the  186  savings  banks  indicate  that  these  corporations 
are  continuing  as  in  the  past  years  to  be  caring  for  the  needs  of  those  who  require 
funds  for  the  financing  of  home  and  business  construction,  and  also  the  refinancing 
of  newly-acquired  homes  and  commercial  type  properties.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  savings  banks  had  a  larger  increase  in  deposits  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
October  31,  1958,  than  that  experienced  in  the  same  period  of  1959,  a  substantial 
increase  in  real  estate  loans  was  evidenced  during  this  period.  The  increase  in 
mortgage  loans  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1958  amounted  to  $225  million,  whereas 
the  increase  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1959,  shows  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately $305  million.  Total  real  estate  loans  outstanding  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year  amount  to  $3,582  million  and  represent  57.56  per  cent  of  the  total  assets. 

Deposits 

The  deposit  hability  of  the  186  savings  banks  at  the  close  of  business  October  31, 
1959,  amounted  to  $5,480  milhon  and  represented  3,377,440  accounts.  The  club 
deposit  figure  amounting  to  $34  milhon  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  amount. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  31,  1959,  deposits  increased  in  the  amount  of 
$256  million;  a  year  ago  the  increase  amounted  to  $312  million.  Although  the  gain 
during  the  present  fiscal  year  did  not  equal  the  gain  of  a  year  ago,  it  is  thought  that 
the  higher  rate  obtainable  on  U.  S.  Government  obligations  has  somewhat  influenced 
the  investment  by  residents  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  purchase  of  such  obliga- 
tions rather  than  depositing  funds  in  the  savings  banks.  However,  the  growth  dur- 
ing this  period  is  considered  healthy.  During  this  fiscal  year  period,  the  accounts 
of  depositors  in  savings  banks  increased  approximately  43,000  in  number. 

Surplus 

The  total  surplus  and  reserve  accounts  for  all  savings  banks  amounted  to  $586 
milhon,  or  10.63  per  cent  of  the  total  deposits.  The  amount  of  these  surplus  ac- 
counts has  increased  approximately  $3.5  million  since  the  fiscal  year  ended  October 
31,  1958.  The  volume  of  these  surplus  and  reserves,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment, is  adequate  to  properly  protect  the  interests  of  the  depositors. 

Dividends 

Dividend  rates  continued  to  increase  during  the  twelve  months  ended  October 
31,  1959.  Seventy-two  banks  paid  higher  di^ddends  during  this  fiscal  year  period 
ended  October  31,  1959,  than  were  paid  during  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year.  As 
a  result  of  these  increases  the  average  rate  of  dividends  paid  by  all  savings  banks 
increased  from  3.16  per  cent  of  a  year  ago  to  3.24  per  cent  for  this  fiscal  year  of  1959. 
The  amount  of  dividends  paid  to  depositors  for  the  twelve-month  period  totaled 
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approximately  $174  million.  For  more  complete  details  with  respect  to  rates,  your 
attention  is  directed  to  statement  number  3  contained  in  this  report;  however,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  when  reviewing  this  statement  that  the  rates  as  shown  do 
not  necessarily  indicate  the  current  rates  presentlj'^  being  paid. 


MUTUAL  SAVINGS  CENTRAL  FUND,  INC. 

The  Mutual  Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  was  established  by  Chapter  44  of  the 
Acts  of  1932.  The  statute  provides  that  all  savings  banks  must  be  members  and 
that  two  separate  Funds  must  be  maintained,  a  Liquidity  Fund  and  a  Deposit 
Insurance  Fund ;  the  latter  Fund  was  established  by  the  enactment  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  Acts  of  1934. 

Liquidity  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  "to  assist  such  member  banks  when  they  are  tempo- 
rarily in  need  of  cash  or  hold  investments  which  cannot  be  readily  liquidated,  by 
making  loans  to  them  secured  by  the  pledge  of  mortgages  or  other  securities  legally 
held  by  such  member  banks."  The  principal  source  of  the  resources  of  this  Fund  is 
the  deposits  made  with  it  by  the  member  banks  in  comphance  with  requests  for 
such  deposits  voted  by  the  Directors  of  the  Fund  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Banks  and  within  the  limitations  prescribed  in  the  statute.  The  total 
resources  amounted  to  $10.7  milUon  at  the  close  of  business  October  31,  1959.  No 
application  for  a  loan  has  been  received  since  prior  to  the  year  of  1939. 

Deposit  Insurance  Fund 

The  purpose  of  this  Fund  is  to  insure  depositors  in  all  Massachusetts  savings 
banks  against  loss.  As  of  October  31,  1959,  this  Fund  insured  the  full  amount  of  the 
deposits  in  178  of  the  186  Massachusetts  savings  banks,  and  as  required  by  Massa- 
chusetts law,  it  also  insured  the  excess  of  any  depositor's  account  over  $10,000  in 
the  eight  savings  banks  which  are  members  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance 
Corporation.  The  net  amount  of  the  Deposit  Insurance  Fund  was  $45.4  million  at 
the  close  of  business  October  31,  1959.  The  annual  assessment  at  the  rate  of  one- 
twenty-fourth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  member  banks'  deposits,  exclusive  of  the  de- 
posits insured  by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  was  levied  on  October 
1,  1959. 

SAVINGS  BANK  INVESTMENT  FUND 

This  Fund,  authorized  by  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  as  amended,  became 
operative  during  the  latter  part  of  1956.  As  of  October  31,  1959,  forty-eight  Massa- 
chusetts savings  banks  were  participants  in  the  Fund  through  ownership  of  its  shares 
of  beneficial  interest.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  7,170  shares  were  out- 
standing. As  the  result  of  two  additional  offerings  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  total 
of  outstanding  shares  on  October  31,  1959,  aggregated  9,356.  The  total  resources  of 
the  Fund,  on  this  date,  based  on  cost  values,  stood  at  $10.3  milhon.  At  cost,  com- 
mon stocks  accounted  for  50  per  cent,  preferred  stocks  for  6  per  cent,  and  bonds 
for  44  per  cent  of  the  total. 


SAVINGS  BANKS  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Savings  Banks  Employees  Retirement  Association,  created  by  the  Acts_  of 
1943,  Chapter  249,  is  designed  to  provide  pensions  for  ehgible  employees  of  partici- 
pating banks  and  associations  who  retire  on  account  of  age  or  disability.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  one  hundred  seventy-two  member  banks  plus  four  associa- 
tions. The  total  resources  of  this  Association  amounted  to  $14.1  milHon  at  the 
plose  of  business  October  31,  1959.

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  167,  section  9,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  Chapter  592  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  I  have  the  honor 
of  submitting  to  you  herewith,  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Banks 
relating  to  Trust  Companies  and  Certain  Other  Financial  Institutions  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1959. 

In  accordance  with  the  amended  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  statute,  a 
report  will  be  rendered  each  year  embracing  a  review  of  pertinent  facts,  figures 
and  conditions  pertaining  to  all  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  this  depart- 
ment.  This  repoj't  will  cover  a  calendar  year. 

In  addition,  reports  pertaining  to  particular  types  of  supervised  institutions 
will  be  submitted  each  year.  These  reports,  which  will  include  statements  of  con- 
dition and  miscellaneous  statistical  data  relating  to  the  institutions  individually 
and  collectively,  will  cover  yearly  periods  ending  in  the  months  indicated  in  the 
following  table :

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TRUST  COMPANIES 

The  Worcester  County  Trust  Company  of  Worcester  converted  to  a  national 
bank  on  January  12,  1959.  The  Manchester  Trust  Company,  Manchester  was 
merged  with  the  Gloucester  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  Gloucester  on  April 
30,  1959  under  the  charter  of  the  latter  bank;  the  First  National  Bank,  Westfield 
was  merged  with  the  Valley  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Springfield  on  September 
18,  1959  under  the  charter  of  the  Trust  Company;  the  Housatonic  National  Bank, 
Stockbridge  was  merged  with  the  Berkshire  Trust  Company,  Pittsfield  on  Novem- 
ber 13,  1959  under  the  charter  of  the  Trust  Company,  but  under  the  name  of  the 
Berkshire  Housatonic  Trust  Company.  The  Randolph  Trust  Company,  Randolph 
merged  with  the  South  Shore  National  Bank,  Quincy  on  May  29,  1959  under  the 
charter  of  the  National  Bank. 

Five  new  Trust  Companies  opened  for  business  during  the  year  of  1959:  the 
Milton  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Milton  on  March  12,  1959,  the  Citizens  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  of  Peabody,  Peabody  on  June  26,  1959,  the  Slade's  Ferry 
Trust  Company,  Somerset  on  September  30,  1959,  the  Falmouth  Trust  Company, 
Falmouth  on  August  7,  1959  and  the  Garden  City  Trust  Company,  Newton  on 
November  2,  1959.  These  changes  resulted  in  a  net  gain  of  two  in  the  number  of 
trust  companies. 

The  total  resources  of  Massachusetts  Trust  Companies  on  December  31,  1959, 
numbering  sixty-two,  amounted  to  $1,909,679,000,  a  loss  of  $84,468,000.  This  loss 
is  wholly  attributable  to  the  conversion  of  a  large  trust  company  to  a  national  bank. 
Otherwise,  there  would  have  been  a  substantial  gain.  The  total  capital  accounts 
amounted  to  $189,623,000,  a  reduction  of  $6,000,000  from  the  total  shown  on 
December  31,  1958. 

Net  current  operating  earnings  before  income  taxes  for  the  year  1959  showed  a 
large  increase  from  1958,  a  gain  of  more  than  11%.  The  increase  in  gross  earnings 
was  largely  confined  to  loans  although  substantial  gains  were  derived  from  invest- 
ments in  U.  S.  Government  obUgations.  Current  operating  expenses  were  not  ma- 
terially higher;  salaries  and  expenses  of  occupancy  were  actually  lower.  Income 
taxes  paid  or  accrued  during  1959  were  much  smaller  than  the  total  shown  in  1958 
despite  larger  earnings.  This  was  due  to  the  reduction  in  net  profits  caused  chiefly 
if  not  entirely  by  the  substantial  losses  incurred  by  the  sales  of  U.  S.  Government 
bonds.  Some  of  these  losses  were  undoubtedly  taken  in  order  to  obtain  funds  for 
loans  to  business  for  which  pressure  developed  due  to  the  tight  m^oney  market  but 
it  is  beheved  that  in  the  great  majority  of  instances  these  bonds  were  sold  and  losses 
taken  to  diminish  the  impact  of  taxes  on  increased  earnings  and  to  improve  the 
banks'  investment  position  in  a  falling  bond  market.  Although  income  taxes  were 
much  lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  they  constituted  44.49%  of  the  net  profits  of 
the  banks  before  dividends  to  stockholders.  Dividends  to  stockholders  amounted 
to  $7,876,619  or  63.48%  of  net  profits  after  taxes. 

The  percentage  of  net  capital  funds  to  total  net  assets  on  December  31,  1959 
was  9.05%,  a  gain  from  the  previous  year  when  the  percentage  was  8.84%.  The 
average  for  the  last  ten  years  is  8.66%.  Net  capital  funds  in  this  instance  does  not 
include  valuation  reserves  of  $18,380,000.  This  percentage  is  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  percentage  shown  by  all  insured  commercial  banks  in  the  country  and  in  com- 
parison with  the  capital  funds  ratio  of  the  various  individual  states  in  the  Union 
ranks  among  the  very  highest.  This  is  an  indication  of  the  financial  strength  and 
stabihty  of  our  conmiercial  banks  that  should  merit  the  confidence  of  depositors 
and  stockholders  in  affording  protection  for  the  funds  entrusted  to  them  and  the 
contribution  they  thus  make  to  the  economy  of  the  state  and  the  nation. 

Commercial  Departments 
The  total  resources  of  commercial  departments  of  trust  companies  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1959  amounted  to  $1,622,953,000,  a  loss  of  $94,275,000  for  the  year  of  1959. 
As  mentioned  before,  the  conversion  of  a  trust  company  with  a  large  commercial  de- 
partment to  a  national  bank  was  responsible  for  this  net  loss  and  tends  to  obscure 
the  fact  that  the  total  resources  of  commercial  departments  of  all  other  trust  com- 
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panies  increased  by  more  than  $40,000,000  and  deposits  by  about  $30,000,000. 
Total  loans  increased  in  the  amount  of  $46,367,000,  a  growth  observed  in  all  cate- 
gories of  loans.  Cash  and  U.  S.  Government  obligations,  on  the  other  hand,  de- 
creased $129,177,000  of  which  $70,000,000  was  due  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  afore- 
mentioned bank  from  the  state  system. 

Savings  Departments 

The  total  resources  of  the  fift3^-seven  savings  departments  of  trust  companies 
on  December  31,  1959  amounted  to  1286,726,000,  a  gain  of  $9,807,000  since 
December  31,  1958.  These  departments  have  experienced  a  steady  growth  for  the 
past  few  years  reversing  a  trend  that  has  existed  for  more  than  a  decade.  One  im- 
portant factor  in  this  growth  undoubtedly  has  been  the  increase  that  has  occurred 
in  the  rate  of  interest  paid  to  depositors.  The  average  rate  in  1958  was  2.29%,  in 
1959,  2.49%,  in  1948  it  was  only  1.17%.  Cash  due  from  banks  and  U.  S.  Government 
bonds  amounted  to  $115,370,000  which  was  40.2%  of  the  aggregate  assets.  De- 
posits increased  $9,782,000.  The  greater  part  of  these  additional  funds  has  been 
invested  in  loans  on  real  estate  and  personal  loans.  Capital  accounts,  including  the 
guaranty  fund,  amount  to  $20,950,000  and  bear  a  ratio  of  8%  to  total  deposits. 

As  additional  protection  to  depositors  in  both  the  savings  and  commercial  de- 
partments, all  but  four  of  the  trust  companies  in  this  state  are  insured  by  the  Fed- 
eral Deposit  Insurance  Corporation,  whereby  the  accounts  of  each  depositor  are 
insured  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  $10,000. 

Trust  Departments 

The  resources  of  trust  departments  on  December  3 1 ,  1959  aggregated  $2,769, 1 65,000, 
based  on  values  carried  on  the  books  of  the  banks,  an  increase  of  $203,101,000. 
These  departments  continue  to  grow  in  a  most  substantial  manner.  For  instance, 
in  1949  the  total  book  value  of  assets  was  $1,452,514,000  compared  with  the  present 
asset  figure  indicating  an  increased  accountabihty  of  over  90%.  It  has  become  in- 
creasingly evident  that  the  fiduciary  activities  of  our  banks  are  becoming  more 
widely  known  and  the  skill  and  integrit}^  displayed  in  their  management  more  gen- 
erally appreciated. 

There  are  now  thirtj^-eight  trust  companies  that  are  actively  exercising  trust  de- 
partment functions.  There  are  thirty  trust  companies  that  have  agency  or  custodian 
accounts  in  regard  to  which  certain  ministerial  and  agency  functions  are  performed, 
usually  by  trust  department  personnel.  This  group  of  banks  carry  the  assets  of 
agency  accounts  on  their  books  at  $4,407,937,000  on  December  31,  1959  compared 
with  $4,080,710,000  on  December  31,  1958. 

Twelve  trust  companies  held  assets  of  $401,183,000  as  transfer,  escrow,  bond  and 
coupon  paying  agent,  registrar,  depository,  or  in  similar  trustee  or  agency  capacities.

CORPORATIONS  SUBJECT  TO  CHAPTER  172A  OF  THE 
GENERAL  LAWS 

There  were  only  four  corporations  doing  business  under  this  statute  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1959,  with  total  assets  of  $13,642,000,  an  increase  of  $1,015,000  since  De- 
cember 31,  1958.  One  of  these  companies  is  a  Morris  Plan  company,  and  the  other 
three  are  banking  companies,  two  of  which  have  their  deposits  insured  up  to  $10,000 
by  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation. 


TRANSMISSION  AGENCIES 

Transmission  of  money  to  foreign  countries  during  1959  by  those  holding  licenses 
under  Chapter  169  of  the  General  Laws,  amounted  to  $1,084,907,  a  decrease  of 
$32,549. 

There  were,  on  December  31,  1959,  six  licenses  in  force  to  transact  this  type  of 
business.  The  deposits  of  customers  of  these  agencies  are  protected  by  surety  or 
collateral  bonds  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Treasurer.  Their  other  assets  are  not 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner.

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company,  Brown  Brothers  Harriman

in  two  groups  of  trust  companies  and  national  banks,  are  supervised  and  examined 
by  the  Commissioner  in  accordance  with  statutory  authority.  The  assets  of  these 
institutions  including  the  various  trust  funds  administered  total  $359,029,468.98.
